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1. We have been informed by Jorge MANTILLA, a Cuban national, and 
a source of this office, that during a recent mceting of the Cuban 
Christian Democratic movement in exile, which was held in Miami, it was 
agreed that factions which had previously brok:n away would rejoin the 
original party. It was agreed by all members present that they would 
concentrate on maintaining unity, establishing a new political orientation 
and improving relations with Christian Democratic movements of other 
countries in Latin America. 


2. Mr. Ernesto RODRIGUEZ, Sho is held in high esteem by all members 
of the party, was elected as new president of the party, replacing Laureano ow 
Batistas~Membersof the Executive ee eee consis eae Jose Ignacio el 
Melchor GASTON} Enrique VILLARREAL; Jor; Jose 1 ORTEGA;
